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7. The TgAMA-1 binding polypeptide of claim 6, wherein 
the binding polypeptide is an antibody. 

8. The TgAMA-1 binding polypeptide of claim 7, wherein 
the antibody specifically binds to a region of about 12 or 
more cysteine residues of the isolated polypeptide of claim 5 
1. 



9. TgAMA-1 binding polypeptide of claim 6, wherein the 
binding polypeptide blocks entry of Toxoplasma parasite 
into a cell.
